tqualia, are upon our Authors Examination not at all [ ro¬ 
v'd, nor true. It feems,M. Hobbs had only prov’d, Th t if 
PflLj CTP, be equals Then[ueh a Triangle maj be $ but not 
theConverfe, if thofe be not equal /, then juch a Triangle can' 
not be. For, if PQL be noitquall, but a little bigger than 
C Y P 5 and confequently, the itight-angled Tiiingle A Y 
fo much bigger than the Sedlor A C L •, it is maniielf, that a 
Line drawn parallel to the Bafe Qjf , a little nearer to the 
Fcrtex A , may cut offa like Right-angled Triangle fa little lefs 
then A Y Q) which may be equall to the Sedtor ACL.

Befides thefe two (which doe influence all that follows) Mr 
Hobbes alfo , in his 2d Figure, fuppofeth(untruly , faith Dr 
Wallis ) without proof, That (on the common Center A) the 
Arches drawn by Y. O. h, will cutt the L'ne A Gin the fame 
points b, c, 1 , where the (freight Lines e b , 2 c, k 1 , ( parallel 
to C G ) doe cut the faid Line AG:(which do influence all thofe 
Propofitions, which depend on thefe Suppofitions.) Other 
particular miftakes obferved by our Author are here omitted.

Paffing by the accompc and relations,given in this Book,con¬ 
cerning the kingdoms and Provinces, comprehended under 
the AbjjJin Empire, and its cuftoms, Government, Militia, 
Citties, Revenues, Emperors, Religion, Difcoveries and pre¬ 
tended Convetfions theie made by the Portuguefe, together 
with the Contradi&ions and Difappointments, which thofe 
of Religious Orders have met with in that Empire5 We fhall 
only take notice here of the Heads it contains of a Philofophi- 
call nature: Concerning which there is to be found a good def¬ 
er iption of the true Head and Courfe of the River Nile together 
with a plaine Mapp thereof } as alfo of the Lake Dmbex > through 
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which the faid River pafTeth, and of all the Catirads of it; 
andthenofthe C'irmte, and Temperature, Mount-tins, Fer“ 
tility, Herbs, Trees, Animals Wild and Tame, and the incli¬ 
nations of the inhabitants 5 befides, of theReadSea, and the 
reafonoftts Appellation: Touching; which particulars we muft 
not here enlarge, but remit the Reader to the B)ok it felf 5 
orffince Copies ofit are difficult to be had) to the' Rdttions 
lately EngliflVd by Sir Peter W^ck , and printed for Mr Iohn 
Martjn-, wherein the mai epaffages, w.hichconc rrteche Na¬ 
tural productions and other Curious Obfembles of that vaft 
Country, are deferibed. 

III. AnHISTORICAL ESSAY Endeavouring 
a Probability, Tint the LANGUAGE of CHINA isthe 
Primitive Language » by Iohn fTe££ECquire. Printed for Nath, 
J?ra>£in London, i 65 p. in 80. 

This farprifing Eifty attempts to make it out from Authori¬ 
ties, Judged by the Writer thereof unquestionable, That the 
Chinefe have been a people, ever fince the Flood of Noah and 
before theConfufion of Tongues (at which they were not pre- 
fent in his opinion 5 )That their Language hath continually in 
all times, from their firft beginning of bring a Nation, been 
preferv’d in written Books 5 T hat the Characters, wherein thofe 
Books be writren, are the felf fame, which from all Antiquhy 
were extracted from their Original Hierog'yphicks * That in 
thofe ChiraCters their Language hath ever fince confided, and, 
according to them , is at this prefenc day fpoken purely 5 and 
that by the fame Characters their Language is generally under- 
ftood through the whole Chinefe world: From all which, con- 
fidered together, the Author concludes, that the Mother ox 
Natural-Language of China remaines in its Antient purity with¬ 
out any alteration. 

How credible the Allegations here deliver’d , and how co¬ 
gent the Difcourfesand Inferences, grounded thereon, are, we 
muftleave to the Judgement of the fagacious Reader 5 and (hall

fervition of the Mother-tongue of China 5 that the Chinefe have 
fubfifbd 40C0 years without any commixture with othti Nati¬ 
ons j that Commerce and Conqueft have had no influence to 
chang ethe Laws, Cuftoms, or Language of that people * that 
the Hiftoricall Computation of i he Chinefe begins from 2207, 
years before Chrift, which falls out with the 40th year before 
the Confufion of Tongues; that no Nation in the world is com¬ 
parable to them for certainty in Chronology, 0 c, 

And as to their Ingenuities and Arts, he notes prhat the 
Loadftoneand Compafs hath been in ufe among them above 
1100 yeais, and Paper-and Ink-making, above 18©.years, 
both before Chrift * that they prepate Ink of the fmoak ofoylc; 
that they have been long acquainted with the Invtn'ion of Gun¬ 
powder, and Fireworks, asalfo with the Manufa&ure of ma¬ 
king and dying of Silk , invented by one of their Emprefles; 
that their Potters myftery and the manner of making Porcelain 
vefttls excels all other pra&ifes of that kind; and that they them- 
fclves do fo muchefteemit, as that they will not be ferved in 
Plate ^ that the Earth for making Porcelaine is to be had in the 
foie Province of Nanking , but that there they cannot make any 
Veffelsofit, (whether it be from the quality of the water or 
wood , or ten per of the fire, is not known Oboe muft tranf- 
port it to Sinclcfimo in the Province otKiangfcthit that Eirth is 
very leane, fine, and Alining (ike Sand, which they tem¬ 
per in water to reduce into the fafhion of little fqmre lumps? 
that they prepare and fafhion it,almoft after the fame manner as 
the Italians do make their i r 4 M* 4 -di(hcs i or as the Hollanders , 
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in making theic White Potters-work; that they imkeufeof/#- 
digs or Woad in painting their work with blew ^ but that for all 
this knowledge there remaines ftill fomething, neceffary to 
make thtfe vtffels aright, which they keep very feci er, info- 
much that he pafleth amongft them for one of the greattft Cri¬ 
minals , that revea’s this Art to any but his own Child: en. 

Laftly , as to their Art of Printing , which was invented a* 
mong them about 50. years after Chnft,thtir manner is, That 
they cut their Letters with an inftrumcnt of Iron, (as we doe 
Wood-iprnts) upon fome fie wood • lightly glu ng the Written 
Copy thereon , whereby their Books are free from Errata's. 
They arc very dextrous at it, and will cut awholefheet, as 
foon as a Compofer with us can fet one 5 and one man will 
print off 1500. in a day. They have alfo this conveniercy,that 
their Forms may be laid by for as many impreffions as they 
pleafe, and in the meantime print off no more copies, than 
they find fale for, &c.

hardly four years did , and hath been feen by the King and all the 
Court at Paris: fecondly by two other Children, both very 
young, that are entred into the fame condufl, and in a very 
hopeful way of fuccefs. To which the A uthor fubpyns a Dif- 
courfe of the great Vfcfa’nefs of this Method, the miine ad¬ 
vantage of it being,that Children may employ in Learning Aits 
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and Sciences» all that time, which they fpeod ia acquiring the
